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| T HE. Apoſtles had a general! 
Commiſſion to preach the 
Goſpel to all Nations, i. 
Jews and Gentiles, but after Chriſti- 
anity was eſtabliſhed, no Miniſter took 
upon him, except in Times of Con- 
fuſion and Uſurpation, to preach the 
Goſpel of Chriſt any where without 
being ſent by the Governours of the 
Church. As in Eagland, no Man is 
ordained without a itle to a Cute he 
is to ſerve, and this he is confined to, 
at his Ordination, which he ſolemn- 
ly promiſed to obſerve. In Scotland, 


no Probationers can preach any w here 
| with- 
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without a FI * the Presby tery 
where he reſides, and when regularly 
called, is ordained to be a Miniſter of a 
Pariſh, In England, every Curate that 
removes from one Pariſh to another, 
muſt have a Certificate of his Behavi- 
gur before he can have a Licenee from 
the Biſhop, to ſerve that Cure, and 
muſt be examined as to his Learning 
and other Qualifications, and when any 
is to be inſtituted into a Living, he is 
again examined, altho' 2 Preacher for 
{ome Years, and muſt bring with him 
to the Biſhop, a Certificate of his Be- 
hayiour as to his Life and Doctrine, 
ſigned by the Miniſters of the Neigh- 
bourhood who have beſt Knowledge 
of him, and when any Miniſter is re- 
moved from one Dioceſe to another, 
beiore he can be admitted into the o- 
ther Dioceſe, he muſt have a Certifi- 
cate from the Biſhop of the Dioceſe he 
removed from, of his Behaviour as a 
Miniſter. In Scot/and, I believe, when 
i Miniſter is tranſported from one 
-ariſh to another, he muſt have a re- 
gular Call to that Pariſh, and ſuffici- 
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1 
ent Credentials of his Life and Con- 
verſation before he can be ſettled there. 


Nou, as Mr, MW. a came hither 


without being ſent by, nay, in Con- 
tempt of his Biſhop, which is a Breach 
of his tolemn Promiſe made at his Or- 
dination, and as he goes about preach- 
ing here without being licenſed by any 
Presbytery, he muſt pretend to. near 
as great a Commiſſion as the Apoſtles 


had; for does he not ſay, that he is 


moved thus to do? And does he not pre. 
tend to an extraordinary Gift, nay, to 
Inſpiration? For I read a Paper written 
and ſigned by him, that he did not 
take up his Time for a Week or a 
Month and the like in compoling Ser- 
mons, as others Miniſters do; but that 
it lowed upon him as faſt as he could 
utter it; whereas it can be proved, 
that what Senſe he has preached, was 
out of other Mens Works, Now, is 

not this a deluding the People ? 
When Almighty God ſends Men 
upon his Errands, he gives Credentials 
along with them, Viz. Such Powers, 
as demonſtrate they have a 1 
om

from Him: But has Th WJ any 
other Power, than what he received 
at his Ordination? By virtue of which 
he has a Commiſſion to preach the Go- 
ſpel, but not aftcr an irregular Man- 
ner, where, and when he pleaſes, in 
2 direRt Oppoſition to his canonical 
Oath, and to all the Rules and Dif- 
cipline of Chriſtian Churches ever ſince 
the Apoſtles Times: Which Practice, 
T am ſure, can never be approved of 
by the Spirit of God, who'is a God of 
Ocder, and not of Confuſion, and con- 
ſequently Mr. Z/-———8# is not ſent 

or moved by him. | | 
It may be fail, Does not the Effects 
of his preaching ſhew his extraordinary 
Gifts ? Do we not hear of extraordi- 
iry Converſions thro” his Means? Ex- 
traordinary indeed! The like never be- 
fore heard of, Day, not in the Apoſtles | 
Limes, not ever fince ; therefore is he 
not a ſecond Paul, 'as ſome of his 
Hearers have expreſſed themſel ves, 
nay, greater than a Paul, as ſome oi 
them believe him to be, having ſaid, 
it cyer there was an * on N 
be 
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he muſt be one? But pray, let ns not 
be too raſh in paſſing our Sentiments 


about theſe Things; let us conſider ' 


a little, both the Fruits of the Con- 
verter and Converted: As to the Con- 
verter, Did he not ſay, that his Con- 
verſion commenced about ſeven Tears 
ago, which was before his Ordination ? 
Now, let us examine, whether this 
Converſion was real, He ſaid, That 
at his Ordination he felt the extraor- 
dinary Operations of the Spirit of God 
upon him, at the laying on of the 
Biſhop's Hands.
